Rut history has not worked out to support our 
assumption that our form of government and our 
way of life are good for all people or that all peo­ 
ple want to emulate us. As a mafter of fact, many 
nations which copied our ways found them unsuit­ 
able and troublesome and eventually either sub­ 
mitted to a dictatorship or sank into a state of 
unending revolution. China adopted our type of 
Constitution in 1912 but it never actually was 
used. 
Latin American countries, which have never- 
been able to stabilize themselves on a constitu­ 
tional basis, have suffered from what seems to be 
endless revolutionary changes 
Our government 
has been continuous since 1787, when the Consti­ 
tution was adopted, and has only suffered one 
civil war to test its validity. No Latin American 
country can boast of such continuity under an in­ 
strument of government and such avoidance of 
tyranny either by a dictator or by an oligarchy of 
military officers.
